Tho Iilauos of Hoiianras-lu Ssarch of a liuluvd 
Olty— Encounter with a Uuiid of In- 
dians—An Advcntiiro la Hon- 
duras.

'^Agui estan {2aiioifi"said Pedrb, riiling in 
front of us uud looking forward througli 
tho last tliicket of tho fcircist. 

Wo linstciiiMl alicad hihI in a fuw rijcoihIh 
wo nrrivod iit tlio imlicatod sj)ot. Uoally, 
after niatiy days of constant and tediuii.i 
travel wc cuiuc to tlio end of the forest 
and to tho bugiiining of tho prairie. 

"LhtiioB! " what a ineludy is coutuined 
111 this Olio >\'ord; what a chiirni for tho 
cars of :\ son of tlio sinttli, what an ob- 
ject fui' a pilot, what a iiioilcl for a jiaiiit- 
cr I Llaiuis, the gictit, wild ami iniox- 
|)lofed Uaiiub (jf lloiiduias I 

The bush is l)uhiiid us. Before our 
oycs atrotcliuH an iiiiiiicnso plain, lovol, 
liko the sui'fjicu of tho ocimn, covered 
with grass, above which huru and tlioio 
swings its tall stoin, tho grucuful palm 
tree. The iimuniuiable gorgeous tioweia 
cover tho gi coii cari)i)t of Iho plain with 
iiiost luarvcloiiH dcnigiis, foniiing an at- 
traction for the many colored and 
shilling iHiiiMiiiiig liirds and not luss 
brilliant btittoitlics. The small stroam- 
like threiuls of silver lose themsolves in 
chu vurdut'o winding their tortuous ooursos 
past luost iiiagnificyut natural gardens and 
meadows uiiKnowu in uorthorn climes. 
Tho liglit, i-efreahiiig wind brings witli 
every breo/,c the ariiina of blossiMu.s, and 
tlio golden rayti of the sun sbiiio upon its 
untriMlden plain, wliicli at fetches like a 
surface of the sou from the .sources of 
(iiiascaroh towards the gates of Teguci- 
galpa and Coi]ia3'ugua. 

Llanos of Honduras! yon are like 
tlio Pampas of Scnith .'Vmerica, tinexplored 
and unknown, wild ami mighty like the 
will of the Cre.-ilor who formed you. 

Llanoa of Mo'idiira.s ! in your imiiienso 
boundaries the solitary traveller looses 
himsulf for ho is impotent in your oinni- 
putent might. 

Llanos of Ifonduras ! yimr beauty is 
like !i sinilo of a virgin, enchanting and 
innocent, yet deep fueling and dangerous. 
Ueware, wlio ever trusts your charms. 

Llanos of Honduras ! in tho midst of 
civilizatiidi 1 remonibef you ; for you are 
free like the will of a man, and I long to 
aci: you again .■iiid liieathe your unsoiled 
air nf the de.sert. 

Wo arc on those llanos now, a cavalcade 
of Live men, ready to brave all. dang'irs, 
willing to encotnitor all adventures. 

Let Its describe ourselves and aee what 
did we want in this pr.iiiic (jf Honduras. 

Being greatly inleresttid in the ])re- 
liistoric life of tho ancient nations 
of Mexico and Central Amoricji, 
1 tried » to solve the ^problem 
of the origin and the ultimate end of the 
Toltecs, that mysterious people, who es- 
tablished ii iiiiiL'iiilicent civilization of 
Aiiahuae and who voy mysteriously per- 
ished. I collected many Indian legends 
of Central Aiiiorici, and came to the con- 
clusion that .soiiuiwliere in Honduras, 
probably in the (iiacios iiiountains or tho 
banks of Matagua river, there are the 
ruins of a prehi.storic city, unknown to the 
outside world, unexplored by anybody. 
To this mystical city 1 Wanted to' go and 
sdlvo its secrets. 

Don Rafael Moreno from tho llacyeiida 
del Mditiio, on the b.'iiiks of (Jiiascaroii, 
was one of niy tiavelling companions. 
Tliis^yOUl^ man, .is lir.ive as a lion and 
as good ii'fl'ieiid a» c\ er lived, consented 
to accompany' uie, and as he knew more 
about the native country than I, I Will- 
ingly consented tri have hint for the leader 
of our expedition. 

The other I luce were peons of Don 
Rafael's Imc^yeiida. The youngest of 
them, Jose Muri.-i, served its in idl capaci- 
ties, but he was iikthcr a nuisance than 
a ^irolit. <-«ay like a parrot and mis- 
chievous lilc'e' a magpie he quarreled all 
the time with Pedro, our second servant, 
a strong and robust Indian vii()uero. 

The third was a Z.iml)o-Mos<|uito, nick- 
named Matagal]ia, as he cami! from the 
locality of the .s.-imc^ n.'uuc in Nicaragua. 
The reader will piulialily know that the 
Ziimbos-Mostjuitos are de.sceniliiuts of the 
Indians and 5(egroea and form :i supersti- 
tious and ignorant race of people. They 
inhabit the eastern coast of Nicaragua and 
partly of rTondurflz. Maljigalpti wus in- 
tellectually rather above ^tlic uvonige of 
his ciiunl.iyiiieii. He. arrived about live 
years ago to tlie hacveiida of Don Rafael, 
where he hence served. Ho was intelli- 
gent, obedient but very gloomy on .ac- 
count of II girl who left him, as 
tlie servants used to say. Mutagalpa 
was a young n an yet, of great stature and' 
onnrmous j)liysical force. 

Our travelling in tho prairie was (jiiito 
dilfurent from t hat in a f(U-est. Wo were 
obliged to ride only in the moriuiiga and 
evenings and rest .-it day time on account 
of great heat. We could, therefore, 
move but very slowly, and only on the 
third . day since wo loft tho forest wo 
sighted for the first time the blue outline 
of the Oracios Mountains. 

it was the afternoim of an Easter Sun- 
day we were ready to mount uur horses 
and start further, when on 'the distant 
horizon became 'suddenly visible a small 
wliitiah cloud. 

Pedro, who li.-ul very akeen sight, looked 
attentively for a fuw seconds and then with 
wliite face stud; 

"Una cavallnda y los Oarihos." 
We at once knew what theso words sig- 
nified. Atlrove of wild horses was persecut- 
ed by the Caribs, a tribe of wihl Indians, 
once very/'numerotts on the Ailtiles and in 
Central America, now limited only to the 
wild and unknown parts of Ifonduras. 

Quick as a lightning Hash we were ready 
for defence. We tied (Uir horses to the 
"jicaro" trees, loaded our rifles, put tho 
provisions !iiid our instrutiientH in the 
middle and h(ddly awaited for tho ap- 
])roaehing C;irilis. 

Tlie white cloud grew larger and larger 
and out of tho iniilst of it luirst a drove of 
noble animals, as pretty ;i.nd gracious as 
ever trod the rich soil of, Honduras, and 
behind thon|^' ye^^jigl *|nd (,Ke?tioulfttingi 
looking more like liifernal demons than 
men, flew wit.li tho r.Tpidity of thunder, a 
largo liaud of I iidiaiis. 

They followed in the. track of the wild 
horses, and we hoped that they would 
overlook us; but it happened different. 
They saw us, for they have the eyes of an 
eaglo, and without any hesitation they 
changed only their course and iii n straight 
lino apjiroiicliod our camp. 

"And now attention," said Don Rafael, 
who took tho connnand, "do not shoot 
until I give the signal." 

Tho Caribs. rode rapidly, and when they 
wf^epplyafow liimdrod yards distant they 
aisporsod in all directions and again in a 
moment they formed, but in sucn a man- 
ner and with auoh a rapidity that we found 
oursolvoB surrounded by a circle of mount- 
ed iininstors. Then they began their inag- 
nilicent ride, flying like falcoiifi around 
our camp in ii circle which with every 
Booiid was becoming sm(tl)e« and nar- 
rower. When tlioy wore' "near enough 
they slackoned their speed for an instant, 
and uncxpoetodly sent a cloud of arrows

Ottawa, March 30th. 
Easter is almost upon us, and every- 
thing is atill and ailent around the Par- 
liament buildings. Meiiibera have taken 
tho (jpportunity alforded by the recess ti) 
got away from the atmuapliereuf the forty- 
seven speeches already delivered in tho 
unrestricted reciprocity, and little 
wonder. Some of tho speeches have boon 
excellent, others fairly good, and a num- 
ber the veriest twaddle. Tlio debate will 
bo resumed on Tuesday evening by Mr. 
Krecman and it is (|ueationalile wdiethor 
tlie <livisi()n will take jilace before tliu end 
of the week. Tho other night 1 wired 
you the text of Dalton McCarthy's reso- 
lution in reference to 

niirrKit tuai>i-: kki.atio.ns 
with the Jlotlier Country. I give 
it in full again fm- the purpose of making 
a comparison: "That it would bo in tho 
best interests of the Domiiuon tliut such 
clianges should be sought for in the trade 
relations between the United Kingdom 
and Canada, as would give to Canada ad- 
vanttigea in the markets of tho Mother 
Country not allowed to foreign states, 
Canada being willing for such jirivilcges 
to discriminate in her markets in favor of 
Great Britain and Ireland, due regard 
being had to the policy adopted in 1879 
for the purpuse df.f(i«teriDg the* various 
interests and industries of the Dominion 
and to the financial necessities of the 
Dominion." 

On the same dav that the foregoing was 
tabled Mr. Marshall, M.P., for East 
Middlesex,. gave notice of the following 
resolution: That the establishment of 
mutually favoraUe trade relajiiufaB be- 
tween Great Britain and her colonies 
would beiielit tho .tgricultural, mining, 
lumbering, and other industries of the 
latter, and would strengllieii the Empire 
by building up its dependencies, and that 
the government should ask tlie other co- 
lonial governments to join in approaching 
the Imperial government witli u view to 
obtaining such an agreement. 

Theso two resolutions now on tho order 
paper are . .

Why it was onlj' three or four 
months ago that at one of the largest pol- 
itical conventions over Iield in EuLdand — 
the Bristol gathering — a rcacjhition in 
favor of Fair Trade was carried almost 
unanimously, only twelve voting against 
the proposal out of a thousand delegtites 
present, i Of eoursei it may be asked How 
comes it that Lord 'Salisbury does not 
thoreioro take hold of tlie movement '/ 
The question is a reasonable one and the 
answer easily fouiul. Lord Salisbury has 
tou much on bis-hands now with the Irish 
((uestion to complicate the political situa- 
tion by a new move uf. the liiaguitudo 
which Fair -Trade implies. Once the Irish 
question is out uf tho way^ then it is a 
fairly good presumption that we uiny be 
able to Hccuro something in the di- 
rection indicated by Mr, McCar- 
thy's proposal. Mr. MarslmU's reso- 
lution goes much further tli..n the 
other and coniinita us to a policy pi 
responsibility, which, for 'tbe present at 
any rate, Canada ought ftot to assiime.

ing them, merely coniponsating the 
house for the loss of the good will. Thu

to the idea of the fun<;tiou of licensing 
btihiy transferred from the Icgislaturu bo 
council aud even to the proposed extinc- 
tion of licenses with a compensation, but 
they are strongly opposed to any powers 
being given to county councils with re- 
gard to Sunday closing and to tho addi- 
tion, under tho circuuistaiicos, of two ]ior 
cent, to the cost of licenses. Their repro- 
sontative will make a strong olFort in the 
eoniniittee to have grocers' licenses treated 
in the same way us those of public houses, 
and all clubs where iiitoxicatiug liquors 
are sold compelled to take' oiii licenses. 
It IB urged if this is not done a red-ictiun 
in tho number of jiublic houses will mere- 
ly be followed by a niultijilicatioii of spur- 
ious clubs and grocers' licenses. How- 
ever, it is quite possible that thu threat- 
ened struggle over these propositions may 
be obviated in a very simple way. 1 1 is 
stated on excelleut authority tliat the 
government do not regard the licensing 
provisions as in any sense an essential 
jiortioii of their bill and if tlie.se provis- 
ions threaten to hampei the measure ser- 
iously they will abandon them without 
hesitation. 

C'ONSBIIVATIVBS DISSATISl'lEU. 

There is ; a ^revival of disaatiafaotion 

among the Conservative rank and file at 
tho small amount of confidence re- 
jioaed in tliem by their leaders in regard 
to the chief questions of tlio day. Meet- 
ings of the party which took jilace last 
session were due to n strong agitatioti 
among the more active Conservatives in 
favor uf a less limited interchange of 
views between the ministers and their 
supporters, and it was expected tlieir 
meetings would prove as a precedent for 
the present session. No meeting has, 
however, besn called in spite of the fact 
that the government has taken up tlio 
most important, and as some of their sup- 
porters think, revolutionary programme, 
and the complaint is made that info'rma- 
ticni of any sort is unobtainable.

The reason wliy British consuls at 
Tamatnvo and Auantanirivo have felt 
thoiuselves unable to interfere with the 
prosecution of General Willoughby by the

Prussia as has been published. Politicians 
never gave the latter subject serious 
thought, as it was known that such u 
marriage could easily bo accomjilished 
without giving oU'ence to Russia simply by 
makinij Prince Alexander iiieligiblo to 
tho Bulgarian throne. The Gennaii 
chancellor was displeased with tho tone 
of tho Eiiiporor'a address to his subjects 
of Prussia; but when the Emperor- idstied 
tho rescript to tlio people of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, which ill so many wmxla iiroinised 
to lift tho iron heel of Bismaicli fioiii that 
province, thorageof tho Chancellor asBuined 
the form of a serious Httack of the g(mt 
and his possible retirement from ollico on 
account of ill-health. Ono of the dilHcul- 
ties which the late Emperor William and 
Bismarck could never settle, was that of 
governing AlaatJe-Lorraino. Heretofore, 
Germany had governed the people of Al- 
sace-Lorraine by coercion, but under Em- 
peror Frederick ihey will be 

aOVK«NED BY CONCILIATION. 

To win the hearts of these people is 
tho task that Emperor Frederick 
III. has set for himself. If ho -is spared 
he will not be entirely sucoossful. Under 
flmperor William's rc|;i»ie, Bismarck was 
all powerful. No counti-y wns more 
cruelly oppressed than Alsaco-Lurraine, 
simply because her people > were opposed 
to return representatives to tho Roichstag 
who had the courage to vote against Bis- 
marck's Septeinmiito hill. The wide dif- 
ference between the policy of Enipen r 
Frederick and that of Bismarck has foe 
some time led astute politicians to bolievb 



that a pretext would be afforded Bistnarek 

to retire from the ohancollorship. Tlie 
appointineiit of Count Herbert Von Bis- 
marck, who shares in tho Emperor's 
views, to succeed his father, would be a 
hoiding balm which wuuld. be applied to 
the wounded Ceolinga uf tho lUau of .blood 
and iron. 

THK nOULAXOER XKOIOUS. . 

The Boulunger excitement is "again on 
the wane, tho committee of tho Imperisl- 
ist,s having decided to support him, no fur- 
ther sign is ne> ded that his day ia over— 
a serious element in French politics, To 
all apiiearances Buulanger missed his op- 
portunity a year ago. If ho could ever 
have hoped to be ruler of France it would

Bou- 
lauger has been, in a word, tho represen- 
tative of a widespread inarticulate dis- 
satisfaction. The fact is that. Bou- 
langer is not in .himself danger- 
ous.

THE " BRIER HOLME." 

A Haudsonicly Fitted Vcsael— A Fast Sailer— 
JIan Lost Overboard. 

The iron bark Brier Holme, Capt, J. 
Johnstone, which has been disehar^ng 
naval stores at Esquinmlt, was towed into 

the harbor yesterday by the Alexander, 
Pilot McDonald in charge, and tied up at 
the foot of Johnson street. Tho Brier 
Holme is a beautiful vessel of 894 tons 
register, was built at Sunderland in 1876 
for tho Auatraliau trade from London, but 
steam vessels almost immediately after- 
wards usurped hor place. Her owners 
are Hine Bros, of London., She is classed 
as 100 Al at Lloyds.' ' Hei? build was so 
highly thought of that a model was placed 
on u>jiibitioii at J'aris during the World's 
I'jxpii.sitiiin. The aaloon, mess room, and 
all appurtenances connected with the 
cabins are handsomely furnished in nia- 
liogany, bird's-eye maple and rosewood, 
lightened up by gilded carving, all hand- 
work. Stained picture windows cast a 
soft light on tho rich upludstery. On tho 
ivliole, the ollicer's quarters on board tho 
Brier Holme are of a luxurious character, 
seldom mot with on board a merchant 
ship. Outsitlo the decorations are 
also handsome, mouldings being hand 
c.irvcd mahogany. The cuok's galley has 
a tile Hour, and the captain relaties an in- 
cident which happened on the launching 
of the vessel. A rural sh ireholder was 
Ijeing shown over the ship, and seeing the 
handsome room before the ranges wore 
placed in, naked if it was tbe ship's chap- 
el. Capt. Johnstone m.iy well feel proud 
of his splendid vessel, t.iou^h ho depre- 
cates tbe fact that she is engaged for 
such coininon uses. She will load lumber 
on Burnird Inlet for the South Atnerican 
coast. 

The Brier Holme h.TS beautiful lines, 
and is a f,-\st sailer, having sailed to this 
side of Cape Horn in oii days from Lon- 
don. She then encountered light winds, 
and was altogether 142 days in reaching 
liort. When 35 days out in lat. ,'138 46 
w., Eniil Bentiii, a Swedish sailor, w.ks 
lost overboard. The vestel was , making 
nine knots in a stiff breeze, and at mid- 
night, tlironghsfiiuo unknownciiuae,the un- 
fiulunte num was awc])t or fell overboard. 
l\Ir. Robert Ward, consul for Sweden, 
will coiiimnnicate with his relatives. 

Tlie vessel will begin discharging cargo 
early next week.

He WHS accompaiiiod by a young Indian 
wlio, with his wife and cliildron, was re- 
turning to his home after some yenr.s of 
absence. As his native village came in 
sight, he gave expression to his joy by 
dances and songs. Jt consisted of well- 
built wooden houses, painted with 
gay figures. A chief invited Dr. 
Boaz to be bis guest. ;Ihe- . house 
formed a square, each- side being about 
fifty feet ling, and each' doriiet of if shel- 
tered" a>family, screens of mats serving 
as partition walls. Dr. Boaz had ample 
opportunity for observing the usages (jf 
his hosts. Ho doscribea their daily lif(;, 
their industries, their ceroniouies, tlieii- 
feast.i. As to these latter, lie was not 
long in discovering that the Indians 
jealou.sy clung to tlioin, and that omt 
cause of the diHiculties boween them and 
the goyerament.find eyen.th^.fn 
was the interdict laid . on their feiasts and' 
dances. ' Whilb tt'feiasti,' iait' Which'' hti *fWas| 
l)ro8enfc, wte ih '^rojiar^t'^bh, a^ arusb 
and begaii'to "speak^^mowli^^^ excitedly, 
and it was soon evident that his remarks 
concerned tho new comer. The Indian 
agent, it apiieara, had threatened to bring 
a man-of-war against tho village if tlie 
feasts were persisted in, and some of 
the Indians looked iqion the stninger 
with suspicion as a possible spy. The 
chief iirotested against intorfeienco with 
their customs, wiiieh were, he said, en- 
joined on thoni by strict laws. They did 
not interfere, ,wi.t^ tbe.pjalOjfac^s.iVtrho Inul 
their own irules. Why, then, should thoy 
ineddle with tho institutions of the ludianV 

. **And how," concluded tho old chief, "if 
you nre come to forbid ua dance, begone; 
if not you will be welcome to us.'' Dr. 
llonz assured tlioni through tho inter- 
preter, that no man-of-war was at his ser- 
vice and that thoy had no reason to dread 
his ))rcseiico, and, in proof of Jiia good- 
will, lie invited the whole tribe to a feast 
the next night. So far tho efforts of the 
miasionaries, in the opinion of Dr. Boa/,, 
liave in most places been very unsuccess- 
ful. Mr. DunoAn made what progress ho 
acliioved by teaching the Intlians to work 
and by setting theni the example. He 
improved their condition. ; He kept them 
aloof from tho whisky traders. Others, 

* hearing of his suocoss, tgok up thd work. 

. The Roni.m Catholic' Church had, after a 
long trial, given up tho Kwakiutl tribes 
,n desiiair, bub on tlio mainland opposit e 
and on tlio wost side of Vancouver Island, 
it had done fairly well. Tho Church of 
England and Muthodist niissionarios had 
also failed with tho Kwakiutl) but near 
Victoria thoy, too, had bebri BUC'cosStul. 
Dr. Boaz thinks (and his opinion is baeed 
(ju extensive oxperiuiict)), that, the Indians 



can only be led (^rnduftlly to abandon the 
ceremonies of their own wild creed and 
that the best way to deal with them is to 
traiU them first ill the industries of civil- 
ized life. Those who ha\ o lived near Eiir/i- 
pean centres aro comparatively amenable 
to the intlueiiccs of missionary teach- 
ing, having alroidy been soiiiewhat wean- 
ed from their own idolatry, though they 
aro likely to come again under its domin- 
ion, when they ato oiice more in the 
circle of their:own t^be; Some of their 
6uBtomi9' they never willingly surrender— 
'suob'^aB, the j^oif lafc/i which enjoins duties 
tluvt it is a degradation to neglect and 
whi<Sh the enforcement of tho reserve sys- 
tem sometimes makes it impossible to 
perform. Tho lesson of Dr. Boaz'a ;irti- 
cle is that, if Indian agents and missiini- 
arios gave more attention to the traditions 
and usages of the tribes, their meanuig 
and their object, thoy would find it much 
easier to imijrove their disciplos. While 
many of their customs aro bad, some of 
them, on the other hand, aro based on 
justice and a kuid_of rude honor, and 
when they see these latter— through ig- 
norance, mostly — roughly set aside for 
innovations wholly alien to Indian ways 
of thinking, tliey are naturally discon- 
tented. Couciliatioii, tact, and initiation 
into the industries of civilized life- chielly 
by these means is ihoir hope of benofiting 
our Indians.

Xt the same iiiei'ting the amuial election 
of ollicers was held, .ind an eli'ort on the 
part of the anti-McClynnitea to have one 
of their nunil)or elected secretary was 
summarily " s(pielclu'd. " Wr. Mcdlyun 
and his faction, tiierefoie, are now in full 
control (jf the anti-po\ erty nioveinent. 

Sir John I\1aiiion.\!.ii's mind is still 
set on the extension of the franchise to 
women. A petition of the London (!<)n- 
ference of the MothuJist C'liiirch in favor 
of the extension in this direction ha\ iiig 
been foiwaided to liiin for ]iresentation, 
he adopted the unusual course when lay- 
ing it on the table of reading it in full to 
the House.

"The Provinno of New Brunswick 

about to try an educational experiment 
which will be watched with close afijention 
by the friends of higher eilucation in all 
parl.s of tlie iJominioii. It is proposed to 
supplement the jirescnt .system of superior 
a_:liools by the (;stablisliiiieiit of live llii;Ii 
schools in diflerent jiarls of the province, 
the tuition to be free to the pupils resid- 
ing in each district, while those coming 
frou)^ other districts will have to pay a 
reasonable-amount for the privilege of at- 
tendance. .The' Expenses of salaries and 
other cohtingehcies will be defrayed part- 
ly by the govornment grant and partly by 
a rato levied on the counties included in 
each of tho High school districts. It re- 
maiiia to bo seen whether any e Misider- 
ablo ))ortion of the people will be alile 
and willing to incur the necessary ex- 
penses for boarding their children at the 
hicalities in which the new schools are tr 
bo established. If so, there seems to be 
no reason why the system should not 
prove successful; if not, it will only he. 
one more addition to tho many abortive 
attempts to solve the difficult problem of 
liiglier education

globe wdieu there are plenty of abUi ii^eii 
at ail}' rate on this coast if not in our own 
t.iwii.J' It i.s I.) be earin.'Slly hoped that if 
tMthoi' of these two cuiiipetiturs are sidect 
e.l, tlui former may be the one, as the 
author is, 1 believe, an old and 
ros|)ected'''i'6itis!Oh'"' of ' ovir town and 
perhaps bettor able thnii "many 
of the others to carry out the (work. 

But to consider tlie competition as a 
whole— has it been decided fairly oven so 
far '/ In tho first place designs are in- 
vited for a building for a fixed number of 
patients at a fixed price which la ackiiow- 
lodged by all to bo libSuj;dly sinall, in fact 
to be absolutely out of the ipiestion. 
Then the point arises, if all the designs 
cist too much and conscijueiitly do not 
adhere to the conditions of the comiieti- 
tion, which ono has tho bo)t chiim tj tlio 
prize?

conditions- gets in the stipulated accoiu 
odation in the most compact, convenient 
and cheapest way, proper attention being 
given to obtaining ]ilonty of light and air 
to nil narts. This being settleil, then tin 
qucft 0.1 might well be rai.sed whelher it 
would be worth while to spoil an institu- 
tion of this Sort by citiwding it up too 
closely instead of building it on a larger 
scale and providing for only half the num- 
ber of patients in tho first instaiico. 

In concliision I would say that as the 
eiimniitteu made the miatnke in the first 
i'.istancu by wanting to get too much for 
thoir nujney, thoy should treat tho coni- 
jiotitors fiurly by deciding this matter 
nieroly as a competition for a certain prize 
oven if thoy keep tho prize di-awihgs' as 
they said, and do nut give it to tho aamo 
architect to carry out.
